the head of the German advance toward Paris. In the central 


northeast of Paris a German offensive 


was being met head-on in the Ourcq valley. The French right 
was declared holding firm in the Argonne.

CAIRO, Egypt, June 11—The Royal Air Force middle east com- 
mand announced tonight that the Italian bases in Libya had been 
bombed successfully early this morning. Bases attacked were air- 
dromes in eastern Libya which threaten Egypt, across her western 
desert. Italian airplanes on the ground were destroyed there and 
gasoline dumps were set afire. The R.A.F. also attacked airdromes 
near Asmara, Eritrea, announcing direct hits on several hangars, These 
points were main Italian air bases threatening the Allied Red sea 
communications. 


VALETTA, Malta, June 11.—Air raiders made repeated attacks to- 
day on Malta, British eastern Mediterranean naval stronghold, and 
inflicted slight damage. The first attack brought active anti-aircraft 
fire and it was reported that two air raiders were shot down. Air 
raid alarms shrilled seven times between dawn and noon. 

LONDON, June 11.—The Admiralty announced tonight that Ger- 
man torpedo boats attacked a British convoy Sunday. The attack 
failed and the convoy proceeded on its way unharmed.

Death Reaches Out 
To Defence Chief 
On ‘Active Service’

SADNESS IN CAPITAL 

A few days ago, the writer was 
talking with Mr. Rogers. How was 
he going to Toronto? By plane. 
Why not by train? 
time. 
It was hardly likely. 


But the plane might crash. 
“And yet,” 


he said, “if my job required me to! 


go to Toronto by plane and I knew 
that the plane would crash, I would 
not hesitate for one moment. This 
is no time to think of personal 
tafety.” 

News of his death lies like a 
pall over parliament today. There 
is sadness, It is not so much that 
death has struck so swiftly; that 
Norman Rogers who was at his 
desk a few hours ago is dead. 
Parliament would feel different 
about the death of one of the 
older ministers or members. It is 
not the same, when the race has 
been fairly run. 


Sadness came from the thought 
of a young and brilliant man cut 
down; of “The End” being written 
almost before the first chapter was 
finished. Many have lost a friend 
whom they loved dearly; all have 
lost a colleague of stainless char- 
acter, whom they respected. 

No, there is no test of character 
more ruthlessly imposed than the 
test by which parliament involun- 
tarily, remorselessly, judges its 
members, particularly cabinet min- 
isters, In the give and take of de- 
bate. the cut and thrust of party 
warfare, weaknesses of character 
leap out. No greater tribute could 
be paid to Norman Rogers than to 
say that he stood high in parlia- 
ment. 


UNFAILING COURTESY 


He was a ready and effective de- 
bater. He had the gift of never 
pressing his argument too far. He 
never scored merely for the sake 
of scoring. He was 
moderate. He never mistook invec- 
tive for argument, never hit below 
the belt. 
envenomed opponent was unfailing. 
He never lost his temper and there 
was in him no trace of fear. 

But ability never earns more 
than the respect of the Commons. 
The house gives its trust only to 
the man of character, and its 
judgment in this respect is infal- 
lible. Mr. Rogers possessed that 
confidence. He got it in the only 
way it can be possessed—by earn- | 
ing it, 

This, of course, is not to say that 
Mr. Rogers was the perfect minister 
of national defence, specially fitted 
to build up and direct a military 
organization. Many in parliament | 
would not agree that Mr, Rogers| 
was ideally suited to the defence | 
portfolio, but this is beside the 
point. However, he was regarded 
as minister of national defence, no- 
body doubted the sterling qualities | 
of character which marked him a| 


patriot, a selfless, devoted servant | 


of his country. Hence the sadness 
on Parliament Hill, 


NO PERSONAL AMBITION 
This writer has known Norman 
Rogers since 1924 when he was Mr. 
King's private secretary. After his | 
return to Ottawa in 1935 we were 
neighbors. Position and power made 
not the slightest difference to him. 
Of personal ambition he was free. 
This writer watched Mr. Rogers 
these past six months, knowing 
that every day was adding a week 
to his age. The wrinkles on his 
forehead were deepening, his hair 
was greying. For him there was 
no day of rest in the week, no 
time for home and family, no 
time for anything but work. Al- 
ways he heard Canada calling, al- 
ways he responded. His limited 
physical reserves, never very 
great, seemed: about at an end 
this spring.

“Full Speed Ahead” For The Allies 


President Roosevelt yesterday told the 
faculty and students of the University of 
Virginia that the resources of the United 
States are to be made available to the 
Allies “full speed ahead,” with no “ob- 
structions,” no “detours,” no “turning 
aside,” and no slackening of the pace. His 
language might even be construed to mean 
that he spoke for all the republics in the 
Americas and proclaimed an agreed policy 
in their names also. 

This pronouncement is the most en- 
couraging news that has come to the Al- 
lies from any outside quarter since the 
war began. It outweighs in ultimate im- 
portance the approach of the Nazi forces 
toward Paris and the entry of Italy into 
the war. Backed by the productive power 
of the United States, if not even by the 
whole productive capacity of these two 
continents, and continuously supplied 
from these sources with munitions of all 
sorts, victory for the democracies may be 
delayed but it is certain. 

The language of the President plainly 
implies that he has been given assurance 
there will be “no obstacles” in Congress 
or in the field of politics to this program 
of supporting the Allies materially to the 
limit and for as long as may be necessary. 
If it does not even imply that he was au- 
thorized as well to declare this full and 
continued support on the part of the sis- 
ter republics of this and the southern con- 
tinent. 

The neutrality days have gone. The 
non-belligerent days have gone—save in 
the sense that the United States has not 
declared war against Germany and Italy 
and joined in military operations against 
them. With the exception of sending 
armed forces to engage in the combat, 
the United States has pledged its moral 
backing and its material support, without 
limit as to amount or time, to the cause of 
freedom and the democratic “way of life.” 


The Battle of France 


The battle that has been raging across 
northern France since Wednesday of last 
week will probably stand in the record as 
the most terrific of the war, however long 
this may last and however far it may 
spread. For the Nazi forces have there 
been at their maximum, in numbers, wea- 
pons, munitions and morale. Their losses 
have been tremendous. While the re- 
serves are vast, the dead and crip- 
pled soldiers are permanently out of ac- 
tion, and the wrecked equipment cannot 
be replaced quickly—if it can be replaced 
at all in addition to making up for future 
wastage. 

The French have met the onslaught as 
the defenders of Verdun taught the world 
to expect they would do. The fathers who 
stopped the armies of the Crown Prince a 
quarter of a century ago are honored in 
the valour, resource and spirit with which 
their sons have been fighting the new in- 
vader. If leadership and devotion can 
hold the line they will hold it. And in 
holding it they may turn the tide of the 
war. For should his furious offensive fail, 
the enemy will be open to all the dangers 
of a defeated army on a widely extended 
front. 

Premier Reynaud was within the mark 
when he said the outcome of this furious 
melee may shape the course of history 
for hundreds of years. Beside being a 
tougher fight than anyone can imagine 
who was not in it, the battle of France— 
because of its magnitude and the exhaus- 
tion it must cause—is critical alike for 
the aggressors and the Allies. It won't 
end the fighting however it goes, but the 
loser is bound to be heavily handicapped. 
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An SOS to Benito 


Herr Hitler has called on his axis part- 
ner for help—or ordered him into the 
fight—as the case may be. Willingly or 
otherwise, Il Duce has responded, and will 
try to stab the mutually hated democ- 
racies in the back while the Fuehrer en- 
gages them in front. 

Italy has a standing army variously 
reported in millions, according as the gun- 
toting school boys were counted or left 
out, It has a large air force of excellent 
machines and a navy particularly strong 
in submarines. There have been sugges- 
tions in some quarters that the human ele- 
ment was leas dependable than the equip- 
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ment, an assumption based on perform- 
ances in the former war but which may 
prove to be wrong. 

That the high command at Berlin 
shared this uncomplimentary view was 
hinted by the bald declaration some 
time ago that Italy was of more use to 
Germany out of the war than in it. The 
Fuehrer evidently feels that he has now 
come to a place where even his much- 
doubted ally may prove more useful 
fighting than just looking fierce and mak- 
ing speeches. 

Mussolini's declaration of war condi- 
tionally brings Turkey into the fray on the 
side of the Allies, and releases from inac- 
tion the large army General Weygand 
built up in Syria for such a contingency. 
The Allies gain at least as much fighting 
power as Germany from the new develop- 
ment, though less conveniently placed for 

«immediate action. 


The Farmers’ Creditors Arrangement 
Act is being brought into force in Mani- 
toba again, after a year’s suspension. Ex- 
perience has evidently shown that without 
the impelling influence of the law debt set- 
tlements did not proceed in that province 
at any rate promising a clearing of the 
situation. 


The Alberta Motor Association en- 
dorses the proposal that all motor vehi- 
cles should be examined once in a while, 
and that persons applying for licenses 


to drive should be required to show that 
they know how. Next to the pedestrian, 
the motorist is the party most concerned 
in the kind of cars and the kind of driv- 
ers who are allowed to use the streets and 
the highways. If a poll were taken both 
classes would be found to be <lmost unani- 
mous on the points cited. 


Canada has sustained a loss it could ill- 
afford in the death of Hon. Norman 
Rogers.

THE WORD MADE FLESH 

It is not what prime ministers and foreign 
ministers said that I remember from these 
never-to-be-forgotten weeks in Europe, I wrote 
down what they said in a diary afterward, at 
night. The viewpoint and information were in- 
teresting, even important. But other things that 
people said I did not need to 
write down. They were words 
that could not be forgotten. 

* * & 

It is perhaps a year since I 
read that beautiful book, “Wind, 
Sand and Stars,” by Antoine de 
Saint-Exupery. It seemed to 
express the knightly spirit of an 
epoch not yet born. It was 
hard, heroic and humane. In it 
I caught a glimpse of that so- 
D. Thompson ciety that Whitman phophesied 
—a society based upon “the dear love of com- 
rades,” where differences of birth and social 
rank and inequality of gifts were harmonized 
in no regimented or mechanical order but in a 
symphonic music of life; the admiration of the 
poet for the mechanic and the mechanie for the 
poet; the attraction between the gentle and the 
rough, each strengthening or polishing the other; 
a natural order of society, based upon devotion 
to a common aim. A brotherhood. 

These airmen, I thought, know nationality 
no longer, in terms of geography. They fly so 
high, so swiftly and so far. Borders between 
nations are invisible and senseless in that trans- 
cendental sphere. 

When they osked me in Paris whom I wished 
to see I said, “Antoine de Saint-Exupery,” think- 
ing, “A man at home on earth and in the sky.” 

But he was at the front, flying a reconnais- 
sance plane.

Still, he had two days’ leave, and so we met, 
in Paris. 

It seemed to be outrageous that he should be 
risking his life daily in the most dangerous of 
the services. Reconnaissance planes are slew. 
They fly deep into the heart of enemy country, 
and fly home, photographing fortifications and 
factories and troop movements. They are in- 
souciant spies ... open espionage dangerously 
arrived at. They cannot insinuate themselves 
into information, posing as friends and_ allies. 
They are easily detected by the airplane finders. 
Casualties in their squadrons are very high, A 
man hardly has a fifty-fifty chance over a course 
of week or months, 

I told him so, After all, other men can fly 
planes, I said. But you can write... you see 
things, things ahead. France will need you. 
Europe will need you.

“You are absolutely wrong,” 
“Nobody has the right to write 
who does not participate to the 
agony of his fellow human beings. 

“If I did not resist with my life, I should be 
unable to write. And what holds true for this 
war has got to hold true for everything. The 
Christian idea has got to be served; that the 
Word is made Flesh. One must write with one’s 
body.” 

He tried to elaborate this, rather hesitantly. 
“The reason why we are in this war, why there 
is a Hitler, why our whole civilization is crum- 
bling up is because this has not been so. Our 
words and our actions are not one. We say 
things and pretend to believe things, but what 
we say is not translated into the deed. And the 
deed is divorced from Faith, from the Word. 
And so, since we have not been all of a piece 
ourselves, personally, and in all our institutions, 
we have been divided souls and a divided 
society, and therefore we have been an impotent 
society. To be free means to be trustworthy. 
Otherwise no one is safe in freedom. A democ- 
Tracy must be a brotherhood. Otherwise it is 
a lie.” 

I do not say that Antoine de Saint-Exupery 
“represents” French “opinion.” But he is repre- 
sentative of something growing in France and, 
in another way, in England, There is a mystic- 
ism of this war. Among the intelligent youth 
one hears fewer attacks on the Germans than 
one hears against themselves. They speak of 
Hitler as the Antichrist, but they say that this 
scourge and destruction have come because of 
their own faults. 

When Paul Reynaud said, in one of his last 
speeches, “If you say that only a miracle can 
Save France, then I answer that I believe in 
miracles, for I believe in France,” there was 
more than empty pathos behind his words, The 
belief in France has nothing to do with the old 
association of “gloire’—glory. It is marked by a 
profound humility. 

u“ 
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I doubt whether, in generations, the legend 
of St. Joan, of the Maid who saved France, by 
a miracle, because she fought with God, has been 
s0 vivid as it is now. People say quite simply. 
“We will win in the end, one way or another, if 
we are good enough.” 

They know now, in France, that frivolous 
waste of time, inconsequential playing of poli- 
tucs, weighing of personal interests and down- 
right corruption have contributed to the French 
military weakness and lack of co-ordination. 
They do not talk much about the personalities 
responsible--there is too much to do now—but 
they will certainly remember them, once this 
war is over, and however it concludes. Whatever 
happens, the existing political and économic 
system will be altered in a revolutionary way. 
One hears words of praise for aspects of the Ger- 
man organization. One hears expressions of 
scorn, contempt and disgust rather than hatred 
for tne Nazi values, philosophy, spirit and aim.

It is a curious experience to see France in 
the greatest and most tragic crisis of her history

The Wheat Situation 

The price of 1 Northern in store Fort William 
was 7312 cents a bushel on May 31, as compared 
with 88% cents on April 30, a decline during the 
month of 15% cents a bushel. This decline was 
brought about wholly and solely by the sudden 
march of Hitler's great mechanized armies into 
Holland, Belgium and northern France. The 
unexpected progress of these armies demoralized 
the prices of all commodities throughout the 
world, 

The future course of prices will be in rela- 
tionship to the progress or lack of progress made 
by the German armies. What that will be no 
man can tell, therefore no one at this moment, 
it would seem, can say, intelligently, very much 
about future prices, excepting that certain im- 
portant factors still remain in force. One is that 
there are vast numbers of people in the world 
who will require feeding this coming winter, 
and that the crops upon which they usually rely 
for food have been destroyed by the marching 
armies, Whether world surpluses of wheat and 
other foodstuffs will be made available to those 
who will badly need the foods or not, again will 
next depend upon which nations contro] those 
food deficient countries, and also upon which 
nations contro] those countries that have the 
surplus wheat and other foodstuff products to 
offer. . 

The answer to these matters lies in the dim 
mists of the future, and will be controlled by 
the great march of military events.—Searle 
Grain Co., Limited. 


Scandinavia 

The economic effects of the severing of trade 
between the Scandinavian countries and the 
outside world are discussed in the current 
Monthly Review of The Bank of Nova Scotia. 
The Review states that Scandinavia is faced with 
a tremendous and almost insoluble problem of 
readjustment for over two-thirds of its foreign 
trade was with countries which can no longer be 
regarded as accessible. It adds that however 
anxious Germany may be to absorb the exports 
of these northern countries, she is not in a posi- 
tion to provide » ..1y of ‘*» imported materials, 
such as feedstu(’s usu octroleum, which are 
necessary to the maintenance of their export 
industries. 

Britain, the largest marlet for Scandinavia’s 
exports, is also faced with « problem of readjust- 
ment, but as the Review points out she has lost 
nothing that she cannot do without or get 
elsewhere—that her losses in imports are un- 
likely to weaken her war effort. In one im- 
portant respect, indeed, German aggression has 
increased the Allies’ war potential, for their 
merchant marines are the larger by several mil- 
lion tons of modern shipping. 

Although only 11% of Britain’s total imports 
came from the Scandinavian and Baltic coun- 
tries, these imports were confined to a small 
number of commodities for which the area was 
a leading source of supply. Half or more of 
Britain’s imports of bacon, eggs, fish and soft- 
wood lumber, almost all of her pulp imports, 
more than one-third of her butter and paper 
purchases and about one-fifth of her iron ore 
and scrap imports came from the northern coun- 
tries. 


On This Date

Today is the anniversary of a long-forgotten 
incident in the history of Quebec city, which 
may be worth recalling. It was on June 11, 
1879, that H.R.H. the Princess Louise, wife of 
the Marquess of Lorne, then governor-general, 
laid the cornerstone of Kent Gate. Unlike the 
other “gates” of the city, this was never a mili- 
tary gate. It was wholly a municipal under- 
taking. The military authorities gave the city 
council permission to make a breach in the city 
wall, midway between St. Louis and St. John’s 
Gates, to permit easier access from the St. John 
suburbs to the centre of the city. 

When the permission was granted it was 
decided that the new gate might well be named 
after the Duke of Kent, the father of Queen 
Victoria, who, in his early life, was an officer 


of the Quebec garrison and commander there - 


for many years at the end of the 18th and the 
beginning of the 19th centuries. Queen Victoria 
personally contributed to the fund for the build- 
ing of Kent Gate. 

The ceremony was quite an impressive one. 
In addition to the troops of the garrison and the 
loce] militia corps, there were Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor Letellier de Saint Just, the mayor and 
aldermen and a number of prominent citizens, 
es well as a crcwd of common folk, who cheered 
Princess Louise as she repeated the dedication 
of the corner-stone in French, after she had 
said it in English. An address fitting the occa- 
sion was read and replied to by Lord Lorne, 
who paid tributes to the design for the gate pre- 
pared by Mr. Charles Baillargeon, then city 
engineer of Quebec. 

When King George and Queen Elizabeth 
visited Quebec in May, 1939, they passed through 
Kent Gate, which was elaborately decorated, 
among the effects being a painting of the Duke 
of Kent, which had been loaned by the Garrison 
club, whose locale is not far away.

There are severa] possible causes 
of the symptoms grouped under the 
single term of “poor circulation.” 

e usual cause is lack of exer- 
cise. Those persons who work sit- 
ting down all day, and who do not 
Secure regular excerise Outside of 
their work are especially prone to 
develop the faulty circulation aris- 
ing from this cause. 

Poor circulation is a symptom also 
commonly complained of by those 
with low blood pressure, anemia 
and nervousness. In some cases it is 
the direct outcome of a heart dis- 
order, being produced because the 
heart lacks the force to pump the 
blood efficiently. 

When a patient complains of poor 
circulation, as evidenced by coldness 
of the hands or feet, perhaps numb- 
ness or tingling, and a bluish color of 
the skin, the chief thing to bear in 
mind is to seek the underlying 
cause. Treatment may then be pre- 
scribed. 

Inasmuch as most cases of sluggish 
cise, the correction of the condition 
cise, the corerction of the condition 
is usually a simple and easy task. 
Providing the heart is healthy, the 
most favorable results will come | 
from using physical culture exer- 
cises, together with walking. 

If the patient is unaccustomed to 
exercise, he should begin slowly, 
doing a few of the easier movements 
at first and then gradually adding 
the more difficult movements as his 
strength increases. Exercise will 
help to Increase the flow of fluids 
in the body in a very definite way, 
and such activity, when repeated 
day after day, will have a marked} 
effect through the _ increased 
strengthening of the muscles all 
over the body. 


Bathing and rubbing (or massag- 
ing) of the skin are other means 
of stirring up a more vigorous cite 
culation, One of the best measures 
to use in relieving coldness of the 
feet due to faulty circulation is to 
dip these members first in warm 
water and then in cold. Place in the 
warm water for four minutes, then 
in cold for one minute, and repeat, 
using ten minutes in al!. Finish with 
a brisk rubbing with a bath towel, 
rubbing until the skin glows. This 
treatment is taken last thing at 
night before retiring. 

One or two warm or tepid show- 


| ers may also be taken daily. If these 
|are followed by a brisk rub-down 


with a towel, the circulation of 
blood to the skin will be materially 
increased temporarily. 

Until the circulation improves, it 
is a wise plan to place a hot water 
bottle at the feet at night. 

You should not expect these ad- 
ditional measures to improve the 
circulation sufficiently without the 
exercising and walking, but they 
are helpful adjuncts.

By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 


The summer months bring with 


them the responsibility to treat 

baby's most valuable food with 

wise care, Milk is 80 perishable a 

food, The Gairy's guarantee of & 

milk's goodness cannot hold un- 
lems the patron takes care of the 
milk after it is received. 

1 shiver apprehensively when a 
mother asks me such a question as 
the following, “Why can't I put the 
baby's milk in a thermos bottie?’ 
Milk has to be kept ice-cold. If the 
milk ja ice-cold then why transfer 
it to any container which can't be 
washed and boiled? If you are 
thinking of warming the milk and 
then putting it in the thermos, no, 
no, don't do that. No matter how 
good milk is it always contains a 
certain percentage of bacteria 
These may be harmless in the pro- 
portions present in the milk, but 
they grow progressively more 
harmful if the milk is heated, and 


stays heated for any length of time. | 
needing only! 


Then the bacteria, 
this warm temperature, begin 
multiply rapidly. Seon the milk is 
unfit for food, especially a food for 


babies or children 


BE CAREFUL 

Keep in mind that it is warmth 
which may change it from good to 
bad, That milk bottie standing for 
hours on the back porch after its 
early morning delivery is losing its 
precious coldness. The bottle of 
milk ordered from the grocer’s may 
have stood in the delivery truck for 
hours before it reached = your 
kitchen table. If you prepare the 
baby's bottle and then tuck it in the 
carriage while you take baby for a 
ride, or visiting shopping, it 
grows warm and the bacteria begin 
to increase 

Take in the milk promptly. 

Wipe off the bottle carefully with 

a clean, damp cloth. Put it right 
on ice, 

When you get ready to prepare 
baby’s formula turn the milk into 
a sauce pan, set it over the fire and 
when it comes to a boi] let it bubble 
along for three minutes, stirring 
constantly to prevent burning and 
to avoid the skum

Mix the formula. turn it into the 
individual, sterilized botues. Put 
these in a deep pan of cold water 
and let water run on them until 
they are chilled. Put back on ice 
and keep them there until ready to 


be heated for the baby's feeding

| tion consisting of 20 2-3 miles, hav- 
| ing ben laid in 1929. 


| CONTINUE WORK 

| In subsequent years, further .ad- 
| ditions have been made and during 
the last four years the company has 
continued the duplicate line at the 
rate of about five miles a year; after 
lthe completion of this year's addi- 
tion, only about 20-miles of the origi- 
nal line will remain to be duplicat- 
ed 


The total capacity of the trans- 
mission system is now 1,420,000 
cubic feet per hour. This year's 
addition, however, will increase 
the capacity to about 1,500,000 
cubic feet per hour. These addi- 
tions have been necessary to in- 
crease the capacity of the system 
so as to meet the continued growth 
of the company’s business aid the 
consequent increasing maximum 
demand of its consumers. 

Last fall it became apparent to the 
management that it would be neces- 
sary to augment its supply of gas 
A decision was therefore made to 
extend the transmission system to 
one of the company wells already 
drilled in the Kinsella field.
